DEVOTES WIFE KT BEDSIDE 


Brightens Last Moments of Hei 


Husband s Life. 


Rochester, Minn., Sept. 21.—Gov 
ernor John A. Johnson died at 3:2.") 
o’clock this morning. 
Life quietly slipped away and in its 
wake there remained hut the sorrow 
of a great state, the infinite grief of a 
devoted and courageous wife and the 
thoughts of what greatness to which 
his career might have expanded had 
not it been so sadly brought to a 
close. 
Until death came, he was quite con­ 
scious, his firm, resolute mind fully 
cognizant of the approaching end and 
meeting it with the clear equanimity 
which so characterized his active life. 
As the shortening hours passed by, 
the governor remained tranquil despite 
the mental anguish which he must 
have endured. Knowing quite well 
that which he could not avert, he lay 
qigelly in his bed, waiting. 
With him during the last hours wert 
Mrs. Johnson, Frank A. Day, Doctors 
Mayo, Dr. Charles F. McNevin, Miss 
Margaret Sullivan^ Miss Jammie, head 


nurse of the hospital, and Miss Schil 
ler, the governor’s night nurse. All 
the hospital attaches were those who 
had guarded him as best they might 
since the operation nearly a week ago 
and who had ministered to him so 
vigilantly. 
Through the evening and the early 
morning Mrs. Johnson remained tire 
lessly beside him, giving the solace 
which only she could give. She held 
his hand almost constantly, and at in­ 
tervals bathed both of them with al- 
hohol. Although 
none 
could 
ever 
know how she suffered, she cheered 
the governor when his spirits drooped 
lowest. Although her husband seemed 
quite 
Aware of the Great Weakness 
which was gradually flooding over 
him and its import, Mrs. Johnson de­ 
clined to allow the physicians to tell 
him the time had arrived when there 
was no hope. Steadfast at his bed­ 
side she stayed, repressing her own 
grief in order that she might ease the 
last moments for her husband. 
When death touched the still figure, ( 
Dr. Will Mayo led Mrs. Johnson away 
to an adjoining room, where Miss Sul­ 
livan gave those comforts so needed 
to dull the widow’s grief. 
And so came the end to a state’s 
governor, who was so deeply In­ 
trenched in the people’s confidence, 
esteem and love. 
Governor Johnson’s trouble, which 
had its fatal termination Tuesday 
morning, began ten years ago. At 
that time he was operated on for ap­ 
pendicitis and the operation was not 
entirely successful. Two subsequent 
operations were performed, but both 
were unsuccessful in restoring him 
to his usual health and vigor. Final­ 
ly the last operation was decided up­ 
on as the governor had been feeling 
poorly for several months. That Gov­ 
ernor Johnson did not regard the 
operation as dangerous was evidenced 
when he declined to settle his per­ 
sonal affairs at the suggestion of his 
secretary, Frank A. Day. 
After the governor had beer, operat­ 
ed on and examined an old abscess 
was found that had left a fistula in his 
abdomen that waa removed as well as 
the hernia that was the primary 
cause of the operation. It is said 


that the operation was one of tin 
most difficult ever performed by the 
Doctors Mayo, It requiring nearly 
three hours’ time. The prolonged ex­ 
posure and disturbance of the int.es 
tines caused unusual gas accumula­ 
tions, which caused a distension of 
the abdomen, excruciating pains and 
sapped the vitality.

President Taft regarded of sufficient 
Importance to refer to in hit Boston 
address, made at the very time that 
Johnson was preparing to undergo the 
operation which resulted in his death. 


Native Son of Minnesota. 


John Albert Johnson, sixteenth gov­ 
ernor of the state of Minnesota, was 
born at St. Peter July 28, 1861. His 
parentage 
was 
humble. 
Both his 
father and mother were Swedish im­ 
migrants. 
Hts father was the village 
blacksmith. His mother, whose maiden 
name was Caroline Haden, was an 
orphan girl who had come to what 
was then the American frontier with 
friends. Owing to unfortunate habits 
contracted before he came to this 
country by the husband the support 
of the family and the up bringing of 
the four children born to them ulti­ 
mately devolved upon the wife. Hap­ 
pily she was a woman both of strong 
physique and sterling character and 
met the situation with courage and 
fortitude. To keep the family together 
and provide fog, their support she took 


in w'ashlng. 
The influences she dif­ 
fused through the humble home were 
of the hest and the children, to whom 
the mother was devoted, were trained 
to habits of virtue and Industry. 
In those days educational advan­ 
tages were few, even for those who 
had ample time and opportunity to 
make use of them. John A. Johnson 
had neither the time nor the oppor­ 
tunity. He early, and from the char­ 
acter of the man we can well believe 
gladly, took it upon himself to help 
his mother In providing for the ma­ 
terial needs of the family. 
Indeed, 
there are those in St. Peter who re­ 
member seeing young John while still 
at school helping his mother by carry­ 
ing in his little wagon the laundry 
she had washed to her patrons. As 
soon as ne was of age to undertake it, 
therefore, regular employment was 
found for him. 
For two years he 
worked in a grocery store. Then his 
desire for advancement led him to 
seek more congenial and more lucra­ 
tive work. 
He wanted not only to 
earn; he wanted to learn. An open­ 
ing in a drug store furnished the op­ 
portunity to acquire a knowledge of 


pharmacy, which he readily embraced 
with such success that its proprietor, 
Henry Jones, to this day often recalls 
with pardonable pride the faithful 
services of the active and intelligent 
boy who was later the governor of the 
state. 
In this employment Johnson 
remained for the next ten years. 


Social and Literary Tastes. 
Young Johnson early developed two 
prominent traits. 
One was a taste 
for reading, the other a delight in 
social intercourse. 
Both, fortunately, 
he was in a position to gratify. Friends 
undertook to give direction to his lit­ 
erary tastes and he was abl* to se­ 
cure well selected books, which he 
read with avidity. His knowledge and 
the literary taste thus acquired nat­ 
urally brought him Into association 
with congenial spirits. 
Johnson not 
only came to know things; he learned 
to talk of them intelligently. He be­ 
name an active participant in local 
discussions and in time came to bi

Some pessimists say that the oppor­ 
tunity for an American boy has 
passed, but the career of the late 
John A. Johnson, governor of Minne 
sota, does not prove it. When John 
son was nominated for governor in 
1904 to lead a forelorn hope, as every­ 
body supposed, his political opponents 
published broadcast a statement that 
his father had died a drunkard in the 
poorhouse and that his mother had 
taken in wrashing. The report was in 
vestlgated and proved true, but it did 
not have the effect that its circula­ 
tors had hoped. The American man 
hood of Minnesota, the same kind of 
American manhood that had elected 
the rail splitter, Lincoln, president, 
arose for Johnson. 
He was elected, 
although the remainder of his ticket 
was snowed under by nearly 100,000 
majority. 
Not only so, but he has 
been elected twice since, the only 
Democrat chosen in this strongly Re­ 
publican state. 
In 1908 Johnson was 
the most prominent candidate for the 
Democratic presidential nomination, 
second to Bryan. 
Governor Johnson died as the result 
of a fourth operation for appendicitis, 
or, more correctly, adhesions resulting 
from former operations for appendici­ 
tis, the first of which occurred ten 
years ago. The last notable utterance 
of Governor Johnson was aa. appeal

Regular Session of Monday Evening 
Marked by Little Legislation 
of Importance 


The city council met in regular 
session at their chambers Monday 
•evening. 
Aldermen Henning, Paine, 
jZakariasen, Kjellquist, Deickhaus and 
•President Twohey responded to roll 
call. 
The minutes of the last meeting 
were read and approved. 
Alderman Cardie cane in during 
Iroll call. 
A communication from the secre­ 
ta r y of the Water and Light board 
^co m p an y in g a check for the amount 
of the interest on the state loan to 
I that department which 
had been 
taken out of the current taxes by the 
county auditor, 
was received and 
•ordered placed on file. 
The tire committee reported on the 
claim for janitor work in the East 
Brainerd hose house, stating that the 
work had not been authorized, and 
the bill w’as not allowed. 
The same committee reported fav­ 
orably on the pay roll of the volun­ 
teer firemen, and it was allowed. 
Several bills for services in con­ 
nection with the water works con­ 
demnation 
proceedings 
were 
also 
allowed on the recommendation of 
the tire and water committee. 
Alderman Robertson came in. 
The purchasing committee to which 
was referred the proposition to sell 
the hay market to the city, reported 
on the amount of taxes against the 
property, which would bring the cost 
up to a total of over $3700. 
The 
committee recommended that in view 
of the impoverished condition of the 
city 
treasury, 
that 
there 
be 
no 
action taken to purchase any real 
estate at this time. 
The report was 
on motion accepted and the recom­ 
mendation adopted. 
The special committee to which 
had been referred the application of 
Frank W. Farnham for a gas fran­ 
chise, reported adversely, giving as 
its reason that the plant would come 
in competition with the city’s elec­ 
tric light plant. 
Also that the city 
might want to put in a gas plant in 
connection with a power plant for 
the water and light departments. 
The report was, on motion, accepted. 
Alderman Paine then moved that 
the council concur in the report of 
the committee and that the ordinance 
be not passed. 
The motion was car­ 
ried, all voting aye. 
The committee on codifying the 
ordinances of the city, reported, rec­ 
ommending that the work be done, 
providing that it could be done for 
not to exceed $200, and recommended 
that the commission to do so be ap­ 
pointed by the special committee. 
The report was accepted and ordered 
placed on tile. 
Later in the evening 
the m atter was brought up again and 
discussed at some length. 
Some of 
the members of the finance committee 
objected to the work being done now, 
because of lack of funds. 
City Att’y 
Ryan thought the work should be 
done at once. 
He said that the at­ 


torneys of the city were very anxious 
to get the work done; that it would 
take some time and that he thought 
there would be no trouble to get it 
done and pay for it later, when there 
was more money in the treasury. 
A 
motion that the work be deferred 
was withdrawn and a motion passed 
that the work be proceeded with at 
once. 
The street committee reported that 
the 
bridges on 
South 
Thirteenth 
street and at the foot of the cemetery 
hill were in bad shape and would 
need to be rebuilt before winter. The 
work was on motion ordered done. 
The request of the city weighmas­ 
ter for a covering over the city scales, 
which had been referred to the street 
committee, was reported on adverse­ 
ly, the committee fearing that an 
obstruction in the streets might be 
the cause of damage suits, should an 
accident occur. 
The committee on sidewalks,streets 
and bridges reported favorably on the 
laying of certain walks on South 7th 
street, and the city attorney was di­ 
rected to prepare a resolution estab­ 
lishing said walks. 
The committee to whom had been 
referred the matter of selecting a city 
engineer, reported, asking more time. 
An application for the position from 
R. K. Whiteley, was on motion of C. 
Ii. Paine, laid on the table. 
The city clerk was on motion di­ 
rected to comply with the provisions 
of Section 53 of the city charter. 
Section 53 provides that the clerk 
shall, as soon as possible after the 
first Tuesday in September, furnish 
the city council with a statement of 
the financial condition of the city 
and that the council shall then, if 
the expenditures have exceeded the 
estimate, or the revenue falls below 
the estimate, proceed forthwith to 
reduce expenses and if necessary re­ 
duce the salaries of the city employes 
not to exceed 10 per cent. The clerk’s 
report will be made at the next meet­ 
ing. 
The application of John O. Hagan 
for a saloon license at his present 
stand in the Gardner block, was re­ 
ferred to the police committee.

at New York. 


GOV. JOHN A. JOHNSON IS DEAD 


(Continued from page I) 


New York, Sept. 21.—“It’s good to 
bo an American; it seems that I have 
been gone ten years.” 
Gazing towards the lights of New 
York, after an absence since July 4, 
1907, these were the first sentiments 
expressed by Dr. Frederick A. Cook 
of Brooklyn as he paced the deck of 
the steamship Oscar II. waiting for 
daylight and his actual return to his 
native land. 
Dr. Cook is virtually at 
home, for the Oscar II. is anchored 
off Fire island, marking time, as it 
were, so there may be no hitch in the 
homecoming reception for the explor­ 
er who reported via the Shetland is­ 
lands on Sept. I, that he had unfurled 
the American flag at the North Polo 
on April 21, 1903. 
Though sixty miles from the city 
proper, the Oscar II. was in easy wire­ 
less communication with New York 
during the day and night. 
Dr. Cook 
was on deck almost constantly and as 
sunset approached he watched the 
brilliant 
panorama 
and 
conversed 
with newspaper men with a brief hail 
in reply to their greetings through a 
megaphone. 
“I feel anxious to get ashore,” he 
said to those w ho were grouped about 
him on deck. 
“It seems about ton 
years since I left, instead of only two 
and a half, hut I dread the ordeal of 
landing. 
I would much prefer land­ 
ing quickly 
and quietly without a 
repetition of the scenes at Copenha­ 
gen. 
I hope that I shall be left iii 
peace with my family by tonight at 
least.” 
Some 
New 
York 
papers 
wen' 
brought on board containing long re 
poits 
concerning 
Peary’s 
achiev- 
ment. 
Dr. Cook read them carefully, 
then said: 
“There is nothing now bere and I 
shall wait until something more defi­ 
nite is published before saying any­ 
thing further on the matter.” 
Aside from this short reference to 
Peary, Dr. Cook’s expressions chiefly 
concerned the joy of hi3 arrival at 
home. 
It was a day of varied emotion 
for the explorer and although he is 
not an emotional man his eyes glis­ 
tened as he saw the beach of Fire is­ 
land as the Oscar ll. passed close in 
shore and the passengers were able 
to distinguish plainly objects on land. 
Dr. Cook left the deck only a few 
minutes during the entire day and 
with continued good nature posed re­ 
peatedly for photographs at the urgent 
request of his fellow passengers, who 
have lionized him throughout the trip.

regarded as rn ready, a fluent and a 
convincing speaker. 
Socially he was even more success­ 
ful. 
No gathering of young people 
was complete without young Johnson 
to lead in the dances and to take part 
in its Innocent diversions. 
He was a 
welcome guest everywhere and was 
popular with everybody. Of fine pres­ 
ence, 
uniformly 
courteous,

thetic, considerate of the feelings of 
ethers, anxious that every one should 
lhare In the enjoyment and always 
willing to add more than his quota 
It was inevitable that in time John­ 
son should become the leader of the 
younger set and that his sterling qual­ 
ities should mark him as a coming 
man. 
His next step was well calculated 
to give him greater prominence and 
furnish a suitable field for the exer­ 
cise of his talents. 
The local Demo­ 
cratic paper having lost its editor the 
party leaders in looking around for a 
successor fortunately hit upon John­ 
son. 
It is probable that no better 
choice could have been made. 
John­ 
son had by this time become widely 
read. 
He had a large acquaintance 
throughout the county. 
He was fully 
in touch with its local affairs. 
He 
could talk well and he wasn’t in the 
editorial chair long before it was seen 
that he could write well. 
Under his 
management the Democratic St. Peter 
Herald became thoroughly popular in 
a county overwhelmingly Republican 
and was recognized by the craft as 
one of the leading papers of the state. 


Joins the State Militia. 


Other local honors came to Johnson 
in those early days and responsibility 
was thrust upon him. 
His tastes for 
military affairs led him to enlist in 
the national guard. His fine presence 
and soldierly bearing marked him as 
the fittest man to be its captain. 
He 
was elected secretary of the Nicollet 
County Fair association and managed 
its affairs with intelligence and vigor. 
He was prominent in lodge work as a 
member of the Elks’ and Woodmen 
orders. 
It devolved upon him to de- ! 
vise lecture courses and provide for j 
other forms of entertainment. In 1891 
he was elected secretary of the State 
Editorial association and in 1893 be­ 
came its president 
As the editor of the local Demo­ 
cratic paper it was inevitable that 
Johnson should become prominent in J 
local political affairs. 
He thoroughly j 
believed in the tenets of his party J 
and when Grover Cleveland issued his , 
clarion call to the tariff reformers of 
the nation he found no more ardent 
disciple 
than this 
popular country 
editor. 
With pen and with voice he 
threw himself 
enthusiastically 
into 
the campaign of that great Democratic 
leader. 
It was soon seen that he had 
in him the stuff of which leaders were 
made and when in 1888 a candidate 
was wanted to lead the forlorn hope 
against Charles R. Davis, now con­ 
gressman but then an influential mem­ 
ber of the local bar and a popular 
candidate for the house of representa­ 
tives from a district overwhelmingly 
Republican, John A. Johnson was se­ 
lected as the man. 
In this, his first 
campaign, he was defeated, but by 
the narrow majority of 126 votes. 
In 1898 the next favorable oppor­ 
tunity presented itself to test his po­ 
litical fortunes. 
This time he was a 
candidate for 
the senate. 
His op­ 
ponent was Professor C. J. Carlson of 
Augustus Adolphus college, a man of 
fine standing and culture. 
Johnson 
was elected by 125 majority. He soon 
came to be recognized as a prominent 
member of the senate and took an 
active part both in the debates and in 
the work of that body. 
At its ses­ 
sions he won special recognition, first, 
as the leader in the contest against 
the creation of a state board of con­ 
trol. which he believed to be adverse 
to the interests of the state institu­ 
tions themselves and 
of 
St. Peter, 
where a hospital for the insane is lo­ 
cated; and, second, for his advocacy 
of an increase in the gross earnings 
tax on railroads. Although a member 
of the minority party Johnson was 
perhaps 
the senate’s most 
popular 
member 
and, except 
where 
purely 
party measures were concerned, one 
of the most influential in shaping leg­ 
islation. 


Nominated for Governor. 


In 1902 he was nominated by his 
party for the same position, but suf­ 
fered defeat at the hands of another 
Swede whose surname was the same 
as his own. The state Republican pri­ 
mary campaign which followed was 
the most bitterly contested in the his­ 
tory of the state. 
The Republicans 
were divided into two opposing camps, 
one 
favoring 
Robert 
C. 
Dunn 
of 
Princeton, the other Judge Loren Col­ 
lins of St. Cloud, and although Dunn 
received the unanimous nomination of 
the convention the contest had left 
wounds which were 
still 
raw 
and 
which there was no hope of healing. 
It 
was 
under 
such 
circumstances 
markedly favorable to him that John 
A. Johnson was first nominated for 
governor cf Minnesota 
At this time John A. Johnson was 
practically unknown to the vast ma­ 
jority of the people of th® state. 
He 
was not to remain unknown long. 
On 
Aug. 30, 1904, he was nominated by 
acclamation as the Democratic candi­ 
date for the office of chief executive. 
No person expected he would win. He 
could not 
himself 
have had much 
hop®. Nevertheless at bis party’s call 
he at once entered upon a vigorous 
rampaign. 
It soon became apparent 
that the same qualities which had 
made him a social and political leader 
In St. Peter and Nicollet county were 
J attracting _to him dissatisfied Repub- 


ITcansTn all parts oTThe alate. WTiTTe 
not In th® fullest sense an orator he 
had as few men have the orator’s hap­ 
piest faculty of getting Into touch with 
his audiences. 
His were heart 
to 
heart talks with the 
people about 
matters with which they were famil­ 
iar, in language they understood, to 
which was added 
that 
undefinable 
something which we are accustomed 
to call magnetism. 
The mistakes of 
his opponent and the execrable man­ 
agement of his campaign added to his 
prospects. 
The 
Collins 
supporters 
simply would not vote for Dunn. The 
result was a victory for Johnson, not 
specially surprising 
under any 
cir­ 
cumstances, but nevertheless of ex­ 
traordinary magnitude. 
While Roose­ 
velt carried the state by 161,474 plu­ 
rality and the whole of the rest of 
the Republican ticket was elected by 
overwhelming 
majorities 
Dunn 
re­ 
ceived only 140,130 to Johnson’s 147,- 
992. 


Occupies Marble Capitol. 


John A. Johnson was the first gov­ 
ernor to officiate at the new marble 
capitol. 
He entered it at a fortunate 
time and under happy auspices. 
It 
was at the inception of a reform move­ 
ment general throughout the country. 
He had made no entangling alliances. 
His party was identified with no pol­ 
icy of state and responsible for no 
mistakes of administration. 
He was 
free to map out his own course. 
He 
had at his disposal much executive 
patronage and the opportunity to or­ 
ganize many departments so as to 
make an official family in large part 
homogeneous and in sympathy with 
his executive designs. 
To him was 
given the task of outlining in his mes­ 
sage to the legislature the measures 
he deemed desirable and in the public 
Interest and thus placing upon the 
legislature the responsibility for the 
reforms the people demanded. 
He acquitted himself of his task 
with honor and it was inevitable that 
Governor 
Johnson’s 
administration 
should be popular. 
It was made pop­ 
ular by his personality. 
He coupled 
dignity, decision and strength of char­ 
acter with charm of manner and pleas­ 
ing address. 
No one could get In 
touch with him without liking the 
man. Add to this tact, diplomacy, an 
•ardent loyalty to the state of his birth 
and a transparent devotion to its in­ 
terest and the welfare of the people 
whose public affairs it was his duty to 
manage and 
one finds 
the causes 
which have given the Johnson admin 
istration the hold it has on the pub­ 
lic mind and made it unquestionably 
the most popular with the masses of 
the people the state has ever had. 
In the Democratic convention of 
1906 Governor Johnson again received 
the 
unanimous 
nomination 
of 
his 
party. 
His opponent was A. L. Cole 
of Cass county. 
In the election Gov­ 
ernor Johnson won a sweeping vic­ 
tory, carrying almost every county in 
the state and receiving 168,480 votes 
to Cole’s 96,162. 
He was renominated 
a second time in 1908 against J. F. 
Jacobson, whom many believed to be 
the strongest Republican in the state. 
But although this campaign took place 
like the governor’s first, in a presi­ 
dential year, Johnson again carried 
the state, receiving 175,136 votes to 
Jacobson’s 146,997. 


Presidential Possibility. 


Johnson’s phenomenal success as a 
vote getter, coupled wdth the record 
he had 
made as an administrator, 
early attracted national attention to 
him as a possible candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for the presi­ 
dency and, although in 1908 an un­ 
successful movement had been inau­ 
gurated with that end in view, he was 
at the time of his death regarded by 
many as the party’s probable choice 
in 19J2. 
During his 
incumbency of 
office 
many calls have been made on the 
governor to deliver public addresses 
outside the state. 
The most 
note­ 
worthy of these were the address de­ 
livered at the dedication of Minne 
sots memorials in the Vicksburg Na­ 
tional Military park May 24, 1907; 
the commencement 
address at 
the 
University of Pennsylvania, on which 
occasion the degree of doctor of laws 
was conferred upon him, and the ad­ 
dress delivered this summer at the 
Seattle exposition. 
The governor has 
also delivered frequent lectures before 
Chautauqua gatherings. 
Governor Johnson was married at 
St. Peter June I, 1894, to Miss Elenore 
M. Preston, who was bern in Wiscon­ 
sin and w'ho previous to her marriage 
was teacher of music and drawing at 
the parochial school of St. Peter. 
Of 
their union there is no issue.

Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 21.—William 
Jaeobia, a real estate dealer of this 
city, forty-seven years old, shot and 
killed Mrs. S. F. Stoll at her home 
and then, running to his own home, 
told his wife what he had done and 
killed himself In her presence. 
Mrs 
Stoll was the wife of a promient drug­ 
gist. 
The shooting followed a series of 
visits by Jaeobia to the Stoll home. 
Mrs. Stoll’s fourteen-year-old son, Al­ 
bert, took a loaded shotgun when hs 
heard his mother and Jaeobia talking, 
and was about to defend her when 
she ordered him back. 
The boy re­ 
turned to his room and then his moth­ 
er was shot.
